Two men were killed when an 
outbound Rock Island passenger 
train struck a five-ton truck at the 
Ladue road crosing, a mile wesf 
of Clayton, at 7:30 a. m. today. 

Robert Rudy, 24 years old, of 
Wheaton Station, St. Louis County, 
was killed outright, and Laurence 
Deig, 27, who lived on Ladue road 
near the crossing, died three hours 
later at St. Mary’s Hospital. 

Rudy had been employed by 
the Asphalt Distributing Co., which 
owned the truck, about 15 minutes 
before his death.

ITHACA, N. ¥., June 23.—G. W. 
Cavanaugh, professor of agricul- 
tural chemistry at Cornell Univer- 
sity. is endeavoring to apply to 
other foods and food crops the 


methods by which milk is reduced 
to a powder containing all the nu- 
tritive properties of the fluid prod- 
uct. He believes means will be 
found to concentrate, and thus 
save, many perishables in which 
the percentage of logs is now very 
high. 

“If we can preserve foods by 


using preservatives we will have 
made a great economic gain,” he 
says. “It is toward these ends 
that we are working. 

“Food crops when harvested 
contain certain constitutents which 
should be preserved. Among these 
are proteins, fats, carbohydrates, 
bone-producing mineral salts, acids 
and volatile oils which give fila- 
vors, digestive enzymes and the 
important food accessories known 
as vitamines. 

“The study of the chemical, phys- 
ical and biological properties of 
milk has resulted in the prepara- 
tion of a dry or powdered milk in 
which the original constituents are 
retained unchanged. This concen- 
trate can be shipped great distances 
and kept for a long time, and still 
retain the characteristics of its ori- 
ginal state. 

“By somewhat stmflar methods 
why would it not be possible and 
practicable to put fruits and grains 
through some process so that the 


crops could be used in their en-/ 


tirety each year, making them 
available not only during the sea- 
son but at other times, and assur- 
ing the farmer of a market for all 
he could raise?”
